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(54) DOOR MIRROR CAPABLE OF REAR VIEW IN FOLDED STATE 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To confirm the rear even 
when a door mirror is folded, to drive a car in safety in a 
crowded place and on a narrow road by mounting a 
mirror material on a surface directing backward when the 
door mirror is folded, on the door mirror of an 
automobile. g_ 
SOLUTION: This door mirror is opened and closed fore 
and aft by fixing the door mirror shafts on the left and 
right mirror stays 6 vertically projecting from a body of an 
automobile, and rotating the shafts. An auxiliary mirror 2 
formed by a flat mirror material or a convex mirror 
material is attached to a face directing the rear, of the 
door mirror. Whereby a dead angle generated when the 
door mirror is folded in a conventional automobile can be 

prevented, and a visible range similar to that in the opening of the door mirror can be ensured. 
In a case of the forwardly foldable door mirror, the auxiliary mirror 2 formed by the flat mirror 
material or the convex mirror material is similarly attached to a face directing the rear, of the 
door mirror.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the door mirror which can perform a back check, even 
when mirror material is attached and folded up to the field it turned [ field ] to back when the door 
mirror of a vehicle was folded up. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Although mirror material is prepared in the location which can 
********** after being able to fold up the door mirror of an automobile, being able to carry out 
movable and this door mirror f s having opened conventionally and other parts also had the object whose 
covering of non-reflexibility was main and with which covering consists of reflexibility materials, such 
as plating, again, that field was curving to the extent that it could not ****** back.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] This had the following faults. 

(**) Back was not able to be checked, when having passed by the oncoming car by the narrow road and 
a door mirror was folded up by the road with many crowds. 

(**) Since the transit when folding up was not able to have seen back and it caused accident, it was as 

uneasy as**. 

[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The door mirror whose back attaches mirror material to the field it 
turned [ field ] to back when the door mirror of an automobile was folded up, and can be seen. This 
invention is a door mirror which consists of the above configurations. 
[0005] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of operation is explained. 
(**) DOAMIRA is made to open and close forward and backward, when the conventional door mirror 
has the main door mirror folded up forward and backward, a door mirror fixes a door mirror shaft (7) on 
the mirror stay (6) which has appeared in the perpendicular from the body of right and left of a vehicle 
and a shaft rotates. It is lost as the dead angle ( drawing 5 ) made when the visible range ( drawing ,! ) 
which is visible when the auxiliary mirror (2) which used plane mirror material or convex-mirror 
material for the door mirror which became like drawing 1 -3 and turned to back when the conventional 
door mirror was folded up back was attached and the conventional door mirror is opened folds up shows 
drawing 6 R> 6. 

(**) If the auxiliary mirror (2) which used plane mirror material or convex-mirror material for the door 
mirror which became like drawing 7 in the case of the door mirror which the conventional door mirror 
folds up ahead, and turned to back is attached, it will be lost as the dead angle ( drawing 5 ) of the back 
shown in drawing 8 shows drawing 6 . 
[0006] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since a back check can be performed even when a door mirror is folded up, in 
case it passes by other vehicles, such as a crowd and transit by the narrow road, contact on a pedestrian
